Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant contended that the first portion of the holding part 21 of 
Miyako is press-fitted to the foam 22, thus, the foam material does not provide the only holding force between the 
holding part and the steering wheel skeleton. The Examiner set forth that the "wherein" clause in claim 19 recites the 
inherent results of the structures recited in claims 16 and 19, thus, it does not add to the claim's patentability or 
substance over Miyako. The Examiner respectfully suggested to amend claim 19 to positively recite the patentable 
distinguishing structure(s) over Miyako reference.
